BEARS SCRUTINY, 
FUL GHiIEF WARNS 


Stock Owned by Race 
News Overlord Could 
‘Exert Great Power’ in 
Proxy Fight, Coy Tells 
Crime Committee.

WASHINGTON, June 22—Wil- 
liam Molasky’s large financial in- 
terest in Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. would “bear a very 
close scrutiny,” Wayne Coy, 
chairman of the Federal Commu- 


nications Commission, testified 
today before the Senate Crime 
Committee. 

Molasky, a leading figure in the 
racing news distribution business 
in Missouri and Illinois for 20 
years, vice president of Pioneer 
News Service of St. Louis, has 
acquired control over stock in 
western Union worth $555,750. 

Chairman Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, asked Coy: “What 
would you infer from the fact 
that a man interested in distrib- 
uting racing news for gambling 
purposes had put almost his en- 
tire fortune in Western Union 
stock?” 

4 Could “Exert Power.” 

“It would bear a very close 
scrutiny,” Coy replied. “I don't 
know what Western Union’s man- 
agement thinks of Molasky’s own- 
ership of 18,000 shares but in a 
' proxy fight such a block of stock 
would exert great power.” 

Kefauver remarked that West- 
ern Union had not been very suc- 
cessful financially and that its 
stock paid dividends only after a 
telephone strike. Coy said the 
stock had gone up “in a striking 
manner” in the last year. 

Western Union’s income from 
leases of telegraph circuits to rac- 
ing news service “is close to 
$1,000,000 annually,” Coy told the 
committee. 

Continental Press _ Service, 
which leases Western Union wires 
to distribute its racing news, also 
has an income of $1,000,000 a 
year, Coy testified. 

Molasky, who is under subpena 
to the committee, owns 7000 
shares of Western Union stock, 
his wife 7000 shares and each of 
his two sons owns 2000 shares. 
The stock was listed today on the 
New York Stock Exchange at, 
$30.87 a share. 

Coy explained that the FCC 
tariff under which Western Union 
operates provides that its facili- 
ties may not be used to violate 
federal law or laws of states 
through which telegraph circuits 
pass. All states except Nevada, he 
pointed out, have outlawed off- 
track betting on horse races. 

Extensive Use of Wires. 
Continental Press Service of 
Chicago and Cleveland, controlled 
by the Chicago Capone syndicate, 
utilizes more than 22,000 miles of 
Western Union leased wires in 
distributing racing news, Coy 
pointed out. Continental serves 24 
regional distributors, including 
Pioneer News Service in St. Louis. 
Although Western Union is under 
FCC jurisdiction, Coy said, Con- 
tinental and Pioneer are not. 

In answer to a question, he 
said he has no staff to determine 
whether tariff violations by West- 
ern Union are occurring. He 
added, however, that “as far as 
we know,” Western Union has 
discontinued service to  hand- 
books in all states where com-

URGES 19-CENT 
CUT IN TAX FOR 
BOND RETIREMENT 


Head of Citizens’ Finance 
Group Says 40-Cent 
Rate Is Nearly Double 
Amount Needed, 


The St. Louis tax rate for bond 
retirement is n2arly double the 
amount needed and should be cut 


permanently from 40 cents on the 
$100 valuation to 22 cents, Abra- 
ham Lowenhaupt tax attorney 
and chairman of the Mayor’s re- 
cently created Citizens’ Commit- 
tee on Municipal Finance, told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

Until the city’s financial crisis 


tax, which expires July 17, the 
18-cent differential should be ap- 
plied to the general revenue fund, 
but after that the over-all tax rate 
should be cut 18 cents perma- 
nently, Lowenhaupt declared. 

Pointing out that he based his 
statement on studies by the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute and 
an opinion by Associate City 
Counselor Charles J. Dolan, Low- 
enhaupt said he would urge his 
committee to make the tax-cut- 
ting recommendation to Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst. ' 

$6,793,983 Surplus. 

Dolan in his opinion, prepared 
for use of the committee, pointed 
out the present 40-cent rate has 
resulted in a surplus of $6,793,983 
in the debt retirement fund. 

If the present excessive rate is 
continued, he added, “‘the city will 
find itself carrying a top-heavy 
surplus in its interest and debt 
fund, while continuing to be con- 
fronted with difficulty in meeting 
its ordinary expenses.” 

“It would seem that the time 
has come for the city to rechart 
its course,” Dolan said. 

His recommendation was for a 
bond levy of 20 cents on the $100 
valuation, 2 cents lower than 
Lowenhaupt’'s recommendation. 
Dolan said the 20-cent levy would 
produce $2,250,000, which, with 
$3,500,000 from gasoline and var- 
ious license taxes, would make an 
annual total of $5,750,000 for the 
bond fund.

30 MOVIEGOERS 
HUNT AS PLASTER 
FALLS IN BALCONY 


15 Hospitalized, One in 
Serious Condition in 
Redwood City (Calif.) 
Accident. 


REDWOOD CITY, Calif., June 
22 (AP)—Thirty persons were hurt 
in a freak accident which dumped 
about 10 tons of ornamental plas- 
ter on moviegoers in the balcony 
of the Sequoia Theater here last 
night. 


Fifteen were injured enough to 
need hospitalization, but only one 
was in serious condition early to- 
day. The others required only 
first aid. 

Mrs. Vangie Case, 34 years old, 
of Redwood City, was still wncon- 
scious in Palo Alto Hospital sev- 
eral hours after the accident. She 
either jumped or fell from the 
upstairs loge seats in front of the 
balcony. She was not in the area 
where the plaster fell. 

In the confusion which followed 
the crash, no one was certain 
whether she jumped or fell. Her 
husband, Dr. Robert Case, a staff 
member of the Palo Alto Hospital, 
said her injuries consisted of a 
possible concussion, possible in- 
ternal injuries and a broken 
finger. 

The accident occurred about 15 
minutes before midnight, when 
ey of the patrons had already 
eft. 

The crash of the plaster and 
wire lath reinforcing came with 
a thunderous roar and seemingly 
dropped in a single sheet, said 
police officer William Goldsmith, 
who was attending the show at 
the time. Another Policeman, 
Phil Bray, said the collapse was 
“like an earthquake.” However 
panic patrons was brief. 

Redwood City fire chief Joseph 
Lodi said the ceiling seemed to 
have given away in the center 
and just “peeled off” to the sides. 

Apparently only two. persons 
heard anything resembling a 
warning of the crash. Dr. Case, 
sitting with his wife in the loges, 
said he heard what he thought 
was a cracking about three to 
five minutes before the ceiling 
came down.

Leaves Open Possibility 
of Attending St. Louis 
Rally—Tells Press Con- 
ference He Is Ready to 
Speak for Lucas.

WASHINGTON, June 22—' 
President Truman, again indors- 


ing the senatorial candidacy of 
Emery W. Allison of Rolla, told 
his press conference today that if 
possible he would vote in person 
in the Missouri Democratic pri- 
mary Aug. 1. He said there was 
no doubt that Allison would win 
the Democratic nomination. 

He also left open the possibility 
that he would attend a big rally 
for Allison in St. Louis the eve- 
ning of Saturday, July 29, three 
days before the primary. 

A Washington reporter who 
had accompanied Truman on his 
recent trip to Missouri recalled 
that “local Democrats in _ St. 
Louis” had mentioned to him 
that they wanted the President to 
speak at the Saturday night rally. 

Truman said that this was the 
first he had heard of the pro- 
posed meeting and that he had 
not been invited to attend it. 

Allison Meeting ‘Successful.’ 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
whether his meeting in St. Louis 
for Allison had been successful. 
Truman quickly replied that not 
only had the meeting in St. Louis 
been successful but there had 
also been excellent meetings in 
Mexico and Columbia. He did 
not make it clear whether he was 
differentiating between his con- 
ference with Mayor Darst and his 
public appearances in Mexico and 
Columbia. 

Truman was in jovial mood and 
told the Post-Dispatch reporter 
that his paper was against Alli- 
s 


This, he said, was a good sign 
that Allison would win—and he 
could prove that by history. 

He was referring to the edi- 
torial position of the Post- 
Dispatch regarding his own can- 
didacies for Senator and_ Presi- 
dent. 

The Missouri political situation 
came up when Truman was asked 
whether he would make a choice 
between the two Democratic 
candidates for the senatorial 
nomination in Indiana. He re- 
plied that he was not taking part 
in the Indiana primary but was 
in Missouri. 

May Use Absentee Ballot. 

Asked if he thought Allison, 
his candidate for the senatorial 
nomination against former Rep- 
resentative Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. of St. Louis would win, he 
replied there was no doubt about 
i. / 

At first the President was posi- 
tive that he would go to Inde- 
pendence to cast his ballot in the 
primary.: Later he said that if 
Congress was on the point of 
adjourning and bills were piling 
up, he would vote by absentee 
ballot, which is now permissible 
under state law. 

He asserted that it was the 
duty of every American citizen to 
vote in the primaries and the 
elections. 

Truman said that he would go 
into Illinois to speak in behalf 
of Senate Majority Leader Scott 
Lucas, who is seeking re-election, 
if invited.

CONGRESS VOTES 
1-DAY STOPGAP 
DRAFT EXTENSION 


Action Taken to Beat Ex- 
piration of Act Tomor- 
row Night — New Law 
Near Passage, 


/ 

WASHINGTON, June 22 (AP)— 
Congress today voted a stopgap, 
15-day extension of the draft law, 
due to expire at midnight tomor- 
row. 

House approval sent on to Pres- 
ident Truman a resolution the 
Senate had adopted earlier in the 
day. 

The 15-day extension is to give 
time for Congress to work out 
changes in the present law and 
enact a longer extension. 

The action was taken at the re- 
quest of Senate Democratic 
Leader Lucas of Illinois who told 
the Senate he feared Congress 
could not complete work on a 
longer extension before tomor- 
row’s deadline. The new dead- 
line is July 9. 

The House already has passed 
a bill extending the _ selective 
service act for two years, but re- 
taining congressional control over 
actual drafting of inductions. 

The Senate is considering a 
bill to extend the law for three 
years, with no limit on present 
presidential authority to order 
men to service. 

Lucas noted that Senate ap- 
proval of its measure would send 
the issue to a Senate-House con- 
ference. He said he doubted that 
Senate-House differences could 
be resolved in time to permit 
President Truman to sign the+ 
bill before tomorrow midnight. 

Before acting on the emergency 
extension, the Senate was told 
that the draft law probably must 
be a permanent part of Ameri- 
ca’s defense. 

Senator Cain (Rep.), Washing- 
ton, a member of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, of- 
fered this opinion, and it went 
unchallenged. 

Under the present act, Truman 
can order inductions. This has 
not been done in recent months, | 
the armed services having de- 
pended on yolunteer enlistments. 

Still Some Obstacles. 

The extension bill had several 
obstacles to hurdle before it could 
be sent to the White House. 
Among them were: 

1. A promise by Senator Rus- 
sell (Dem.), Georgia, to revive 
and modify his proposal— 
beaten last night on a 42-to-29 
vote—to permit service men to 
join units of their own race if 
they so desire. 

2. A Republican move to give 
Congress “trigger control’ over 
actual drafting or inductions, as 
provided in a~- House-passed 
measure. The Senate bill would 
retain this authority in the 
hands of President Truman.

Low Per Capita Debt. 

The Governmental Research 
Institute, in a study published in 
1948 brought out that St. Louis 
enjoyed the lowest per capita debt 
burden among 10 large cities. It 
ranked tenth among the country’s 
13 largest cities, with a net per 
capita debt, including school in- 
debtedness, of $57.75. | 

This compared with $225.86 for 
New York, $156.45 for Pittsburgh 
and $115.24 for Detroit. The only 
large cities with lower per capita 
debt were Chicago, with $55.09: 
San Francisco with $51.74 and 
Milwaukee with $22.84. , 

Discussing the city 40-cent levy 
for debt retirement in relation to 
requirements, the institute point- 
ed out that if -that rate were-con- 
tinued for 20 years, total revenue 
would amount to $120,000,000, or 
$73,128,862 in excess of the $46,- 


871,138 required to amortize the 
bonded debt as of last year. 


The institute did not discuss 
advisability of a tax cut, but did 
emphasize that the 40-cent rate 
would be ample, not only to pay 
off the $39,477,000 in bonds voted 
but not yet issued, but also the 
$16,000,000 in slum clearance 
bonds then proposed. This pro- 
posal was defeated by voters in 
November 1948.

“Any struggle that openly pit- 
ted the full might of the free 
world against that of the captive 
world could have but one out- 
come. That would be the total 
demolition of the artificial, rigid 
and relatively weak structure that 
Soviet. Communism has built. 
That is why most well-informed 
people do not now expect war. 
The position basically is too one- 
sided.” 

Cites Red Weaknesses. 


He cited three basic weaknesses 
of the Communist world. 

It is weak politically, he said, 
“because it is ruled from the top 
and has no broad popular sup- 
port.” 

“It is shot through with dis- 
trust and suspicion; no one, even 
in high authority, feels safe.” 


It is weak economically, he as- 
serted, after 30 years of succes- 
sive “five-year” plans, The United 
States has a five-to-one advan- 
tage in steel production, five-to- 
one in aluminum, six-to-one in 
electric power, eight-to-one in 
crude oil. 

And, he added: “The gap indi- 
cated by these figures is steadily 
growing in favor of the United 
States.” 

Dulles urged free nations to 
organize against the peril of Com- 
munism. He expressed confidence 
the Japanese would choose to 
place their future with the non- 
Communist nations because they 


to “maintain the structure that 
fosters off-track betting,” he 
added. 

Coy explained that although 27 
states permit betting at race 
tracks, only Nevada has legalized 
off-track betting. “I presume 
states that prohibit such betting 
have good reasons,” Coy re- 
marked.

Service told the committee that 
| the contents of the two Roosevelt- 
| Chiang messages had been dis- 
closed in a New York Times story 
of Oct. 31, 1944. This was months 
before the date his attorney used 
in speaking of the Service-Gayn 
conversation. 

Nothing to Conceal. 

Service said he had “nothing 
reprehensible or illegal to con- 
repr in his dealings with Philip 
Jaffe, the editor of the magazine. 
He told the committee that he 
had furnished Jaffe with some of 
his “personal copies” of memo- 
randa which he had _ prepared 
about the Chinese Communists. 

But he said they were purely 
of a descriptive, non-policy na- 
ture and contained information 
that had been extensively report- 
‘ed by American newspaper cor- 
respondents who had visited the 
Communist areas of China.

Closed Hearing Planned.

On $50,000,000 Mexican Oil Loan 
That Ed Pauley Was Trying to Get 


Restrictions, It Is Understood, Will Be Omit- 
ted and Credit Will Be Granted Through 
Export-Import Bank — White House In- 
dicates Deal Will Promote Security.

TOP-LEVEL dispute within the Government over a loan to Mex- 
ico will end soon when tne Export-Import Bank, at the behest 
of the White House, grants Petroleos Mexicanos a “credit” of 
close to $50,000,000 for the development of its oil facilities; the 


Post-Dispatch learned today. 


Petroleos Mexicanos, commonly 
called Pemex, is the state agency 
that has operated Mexico's oil in- 
dustry since it was nationalized in 
1938, when the holdings of for- 
eign oil companies were expropri- 
ated. Mexico’s Antonio J. Bermu- 
dez, director-general of Pemex, 
for more than a year has been 
negotiating with the State De- 
partment for a loan of $100,000,- 
000, but appeared blocked until 
the White House recently indi- 
cated it believed a loan would 
serve national security and 
the “good neighbor” 
policy. 

Department Overruled. 

The granting of a $50,000,000 
“credit” would be in the nature 
of a compromise between State 
Department policy and Mexico's 
financial aspirations, with the 
weighting in favor of Mexico. For 
political and economical reasons 
that it believed wholly sound, the 
State Department sought to set 
certain stringent conditions on the 
granting of any loan, but is being 
overruled by the White House. 
It is understood that the loan will 
be made with no _ important 
strings attached. 


Pemex has filed no formal ap- 
plication with the Export-Import 
Bank for an oil loan, but Mexico 
has asked for approximately $30,- 
000,000 for irrigation projects. 
Present plans call for the grant- 
ing of the $50,000,000 “credit” to 
Mexico for general development 
purposes, with the filing later of 
specific projects to be approved 
by the bank, doubtless including 
some irrigation work as well as 
development of oil production and 
oil pipeline facilities. Additional 
funds would be granted from 
time to time. 

The whole picture is a com- 
plex one, involving oil, politics, 
high-level diplomacy and such 
colorful figures in the back- 

und as Edwin W. Pauley, 
ormer treasurer of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee and 
Sam Katz, Missouri-bred oil ex- 
ploiter and promoter who has 


_ spent about’30 years in Mexico. 


If Mexico geis its loan with- 
out strings, the picture appears 
to focus into a defeat for the 

,major American oil companies, 

«a strategic retreat for the State 
Department, a financial setback 
for Katz and a major victory 
for Pauley, Bermudez and com- 
pany. 

It would also mark a long-de- 
layed triumph for various con- 
gressional committees, notably 
the House Interstate Commerce 
group, which have been urging 
such a loan on the ground that 
an increase in Mexico's oil output 
would safeguard United States oil 
needs in times of emergency. The 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, in fact, favors a loan of 
about $400,000,000 over a period 
of time. 

Pauley, bigtime California oil 
operator, persuaded Pemex to 
grant him and his associates the 
first major oil exploration and 
oil-development contract since 
expropriation. 

According to informed sourc- 
es, Pauley for his part promised 
to do what he could in further- 
ance of a United States loan te 
Pemex. When the loan failed to 
come through last year, Sena- 
tor Bermudez is reported to 
have cooled toward Pauley but 
made no effort to break the 25- 
year contract. 

Just what efforts Pauley made 
to push through the loan, if any, 
are not known. In any ‘case, he 
appears to have dropped out of 
the loan picture, perhaps to give 
it a better chance in view of his 
past public endeavors. 

The major oil firms, whose 
properties in Mexico were expro- 
priated in 1938, were and are 

opposed to the loan, unless 
Mexico (1) agrees to let them re- 
enter the oil business there and 
(2) settles some old claims growing 
out of the expropriation. These 
big firms take the position that 
private foreign capital should be 
used by Mexico to finance explo- 
ration and production, and that 
United States public funds should 
not compete with private capital.

It is in the nature of 
a statement of position, and may 
explain why Mexico balked at 
taking a loan on State Department 
terms. In effect, Mexico was told 
that it would have to permit the 
re-entry of foreign oil capital “or 
else”’: 

“It is the considered opinion of 
the United States Government,” 
the formal memorandum said, 
“that the history of the develop- 
ment of the world’s petroleum re- 
sources indicates that this indus- 
try is a field most appropriate for 
i operation of private enter- 
prise. 


“It is believed that this is par- 
ticularly evident in exploration, 
development and production ac- 
tivities and that the industry has 
developed most rapidly and most 
successfully where private or- 
ganizations have been permitted 
to conduct these operations on a 
competitive basis. 

“It understands that private 
companies are prepared to enter 
in the development and produc- 
tion of Mexico’s oil resources 
when satisfied that they can do 
so on a legal basis and with pros- 
pects of returns commensurate 
with the magnitude of the enter- 
prise and the risks involved.” 


Condition for Loan. 


The memorandum then ties up 
the loan application directly with 
its condition: “The United States 
Government, through the Export- 
Import Bank, will consider appli- 
cations by Pemex for financial as- 
sistance in the construction of re- 
fining, transportation and other 
distribution facilities in Mexico, 
provided that Mexico will take 
steps to assure an increase in oil 
production in Mexico through in- 
creased participation by private 
companies, including foreign 
companies. .. .” 
The scope of such loans, the 
memorandum continued, would— 
assuming they were economically 
justifiable—“vary with the com- 
prehensiveness of the action taken 
by the Mexican Government in 
achieving an expansion in oil pro- 
duction through increased partici- 
pation of private companies.” 

In other words, the State De- 
partment not only predicated its 
approval of a loan on the re- 
opening of Mexico to foreign oil 
capital, but suggested that such} 
contracts with foreign companies 
be good ones commensurate with 
the risk involved; and made plain 
that the size of the public loan by 
the Export-Import Bank might 
well depend on the extent to 
which Mexico permitted the re- 
entry of private capital. 

But the memorandum went 
further. It pointed out that some 
claims of United States oil firms 
remained unsettled, as a result 
of expropriation — “particularly 
one large claim’—and went on: 
“The speedy settlement of these 
claims, or adjustment of rights, 
would be one of the ways by 
which the Mexican Government 
might indicate its attitude toward 
private capital in the field of pe- 
troleum exploration, development 
and production, and would un- 
questionably be one of the ele- 
ments in evaluating the steps 
taken by the Mexican Govern- 


ment.” 
Katz's Position. 


This brings us to Sam Katz, 
who controls the Sabalo Trans- 
portation Co., for this was the 
“one large claim” meant in the 
memorandum above. Sabalo lost 
its rights to a large tract of oil- 
rich land in Mexico during ex- 
propriation, and sued in Mexican 
courts, finally losing in the Mex- 
ico Supreme Court.

Subsequently, when Mexican of- 
ficials were discussing the subject 
of a loan with the State Depart- 
ment, the Sabalo claim frequently 
was raised. It was and is the 
largest oil claim outstanding.

Struggle by Special Interests Hampers U.S. 
Challenge of Authoritarianism, Nourse Says 


dent Asserts Here. 
A strenetn among the major 
special interest groups in the 
United States is preventing this 
country from answering decisive- 
ly the challenge of authoritarian- 
ism, Edwin G. Nourse, former 
chairman of the President’s Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers, said 
last night. He addressed a dinner 
session of the semi-annual meet- 
ing of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers at Hotel 
Statler. 
“A voice booms out from the 
grim towers of authoritarianism 
to say that free peoples will never 
discipline themselves and work to 
a common purpose in developing 
the strength that is potentially 
theirs,” Nourse said. “Thus far, 
we have not decisively refuted 
that challenge. We have not 
shown that we can use freedom to 
pursue our own economic inter- 
ests as we see them without abus- 
ing that freedom, so that indi- 
viduals, companies or 
overreach their proper place in a 
well-ballanced productive econo- 


my and thereby throw it into dis- 
order and impair its productivity.” 


Criticizes Special Interests. 

In turn, he criticized the vari- 
ous interest groups. He said 
labor “‘has not been willing to rely 
upon bilateral collective bargain- 
ing in good faith.” He called man- 
agement “obdurate in clinging to 
past traditions or future aspira- 
tions.”’ Agriculture, he said, has 
turned parity into “a cloak for 
federal subsidy to farmers politi- 
cally shielded from the need for 
constructive adjustment.” He 
charged government planners 
with being “willing to follow re- 
formist dogma to the point of 
making operative conditions dif- 
ficult if not impossible for private 
business.” 

“An engineering project could 
not run with that kind of sabo- 
tage,” he told the engineers. 
“Neither can we _ stabilize na- 
tional prosperity with that kind 
of individual and group action.” 
The Washington economist 
added: “Among our people, the 
‘gimme’ spirit is rampant and 
the demand for personal security 
is put above the old spirit of 
personal creative achievement.” 


At a press conference on his 
arrival at St. Louis yesterday 
afternoon, Nourse discussed with 
considerable optimism the possi- 
bility of a healthy economic ad- 
justment if circumstances sud- 
denly should result in the cut- 
ting off of Government ex- 
penditures. He warned, however, 
that private enterprise would 
have to act quickly to head off 
an extension of government into 
new fields. 


‘Lot of Readjusting.’ 
“A lot of readjusting would be 


to 10 billion dollars,” he said. 
“There could be a substantial tax 
reduction, and that would leave 
the funds in private pockets or in 
business treasuries. If those funds 
were not spent, markets would be 


drying up.” 

As grounds for his optimism, 
he pointed out that “American 
business relies, by nature, on 
high-pressure salesmanship, and

1. Direct military intervention. 


There is some loose talk about 
sending the American Army back 
into the Philippines to stand off 
the Huks or to prepare against a 
theoretical Chinese Communist 
invasion. 


Nothing would more swiftly 
complete the debacle. It would 
not accomplish even any of its 
stated military purposes. It would 
destroy the whole basis of any 
effective American partnership 
with the Filipino people. It would 
finish the job of throwing them 
into the arms of the Communists. 


2. Unconditional aid to the 
Quirino administration as _ it 
stands. 

This would mean the applica- 
tion here of the well-established 
Washington political philosophy: 
“He may be an S.O.B., but he’s 
our §.0.B.” Such was Chiang 
Kai-shek. Such is Bao Dai in 
Vietnam. 

This is the kind of anti-Com- 
munist thinking *that substitutes 
American cold war abstractions 
for living political and human 
facts. Here it could serve only 
to play directly into the hands of 
the Communists and deal new 
blows to the crumbling American 
position in Asia. 


| 3. An all-out attempt to encour- 
age a sweeping renovation of Fili- 
pino affairs by Filipinos on the 
basis of an American aid program 
directly tied to the most drastic 
reform program. 


This will be late. It will not be 
easy. But it will offer the best 
chance of retrieval. It is in the 
thinking of many of the best Fili- 
pinos. It offers a chance of crys- 
tallizing the dissatisfaction and 
the strong desire to “do some- 
thing” about the state of affairs. 


Chances for Success. 

The chances for this policy are 
indicated by the favorable reac- 
tion here to criticisms of the Phil- 
ippine Government in the Ameri- 
can press. 

It is a remarkable fact that 
these criticisms have done more 
to restore American popular cred- 
it here than anything else in years. 
The Communist charge, remem- 
ber, is that Quirino Is Washing- 
ton’s man, the American imperial- 
ist puppet. 

It is true that the critical re- 
ports have appeared only in the 
American press, but it is no par- 
ticular secret in Manila that 
United States Ambassador Myron 
Cowen has been pressing the ad- 
ministration on matters of the 
budget, taxes and government op- 
eration.

Parliament for Steel 


One fear expressed by objectors to the pro- 
posed West European coal-stee] pool can be laid 
to rest. In making the first public announce- 
ment of how the plan might be put into effect, 
Jean Monnet, who drafted the idea, suggested 
that the authority administering the pool be 
controlled by an international assembly, chosen 
by national parliaments. 

The details of how such an assembly might 
operate were not filled in, but it ought to as- 
sure control of the authority by democratic 
means. Opponents of the plan throughout Eu- 
rope had complained that the international pool 
might be no more than a scheme to permit es- 
tablishment of a giant cartel, run by the old in- 
dustrialists, at the expense of the people. 

Presumably, the assembly’s powers would be 
limited to control of coal and steel. But that 
limitation in fact could become more fiction 
than reality in short order. For Monnet said 
its functions would be to create a single market 
in ail participating countries with prices as low 
as possible and a standard of living as high as 
possible. 

Inevitably it would be plunged almost imme- 
diately into considerations of wages, in order 
to hold down prices and hold up living stand- 
ards. Welfare state costs, which make up more 
of the price of British coal and steel than French 
coal and steel, would be fought over. It would 
have a significant role to play in setting over- 
all budgets of the individual participating na- 
tions, because in setting prices and wages, it 
also would be setting tax revenues derived from 
them. 

In short, much of West Europeans’ life would 
be unavoidably controlled by that assembly. It 
would become indeed a step toward union... 

But this is precisely what Britain’s Labor 
purty regrettably opposed in its recent state- 
ment on European union and the coal-steel pool. 
It wants to achieve unification through the 
process of agreement among governments on 
specific issues, not by setting up now such a 
supra-national body which would directly affect 
individuals’ daily lives. 

The party fears, with justice, that British 
Socialist representatives would be outvoted by 
conservatives from other countries, and Britain's 
full employment and full production might be 
the casualties. And the effect of such a West 
European parliament on Britain’s Common- 
wealth of Nations is a matter of grave and 
justifiable concern to all Britons. 

Recognizing these difficulties, Monnet also 
proposed an international court of arbitration 
to which individual governments could appeal. 
Perhaps the representation, power and pro- 
cedure of this court could be so rigged as to 
assure Britons that what they regard as their 

fundamental interests could be protected from 
too sweeping potential powers of the interna- 
tional assembly. 

If there is sincerity on both sides of the 
English channel in protestations of desire for 
European unification, these matters can be 
worked out. But they will take time and cau- 
tion, and it is regrettable that Schuman is con- 
tinuing his shotgun, precipitate tactics of forcing 
decisions in minutes, hours and days, instead 
of weeks. Progress is needed, but not a wild 
rush with subsequent regrets and recriminations.

Campaign contributions from William Molasky 
must be something extra-special in Missouri 
Democratic circles.

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Helping Close the Dollar Gap 


The dollar gap and the foreign trade deficit 
will be translated into visible reality in St. Louis 
Friday with the opening of Belgium’s new 
permanent trade exhibition and marketing serv- 
ice in the Syndicate Trust Building. 

The Belgian Government is hoping to boost 
sales of Belgian products by making it possible 
for St. Louis firms to buy articles with “Made in 
Belgium” labels without going to New York or 
Brussels for them. 

And St. Louis wishes Belgium well in this 
effort because larger sales here would help keep 
America’s economy booming. 

Belgium has been buying Midwest grain and 
meat and machinery, among other things; so 
much, in fact, that its purchases from this coun- 
try are three times greater than its sales here. 
That difference has been made up in part by 
St. Louisans’ taxes and the Marshall plan. 

But now the end of the Marshall plan is in 
sight, and Belgium must find a way to balance 
its foreign trade. It could do it by sharply cut- 
ting its purchases in this part of the world. It 
could do it by convincing American taxpayers 


to continue to pay for foreign economic as- 
sistance. A more attractive course, for both 
Belgium and St. Louis, is to boost sales of 
Belgian products here until purchases and sales 
come much closer to a balance. 
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North Carolina’s Saturday 


Saturday will bring to North Carolina a final 
choice of what it stands for in the community 
of states. 

Senator Frank P. Graham, seeking re-nomina- 
tion, stands for making democracy work better 
and better by bringing its benefits as much and 
to as many as possible. 

Willis Smith, opposing him in the run-off, 
has made it abundantly plain in the campaign 
that he stands against progressive legislation 
and for the techniques of hate-mongering and 
the smear. He has not hesitated to solicit hate- 
ridden white votes on the grounds that Negroes 
voted for Graham. He has not regarded it as 
beneath him to make much of Graham’s one- 
time association with groups since labeled Com- 
munist fronts,*though every informed person 
knows there is nothing Communist about Frank 
Graham. 


The outcome of this primary run-off, so im- 


portant to North Carolina and the nation, may 


. easily be decided by those who stay away from 


the polls. Senator Graham’s 53,000 votes in 
the May 27 primary lacked only 5600 of a clear 
majority, and it might be thought that his vic- 
tory in the run-off is therefore indicated. 

But Olla Ray Boyd, the hog raiser who advo- 
cated “legal lynching,” has asked the 5000 who 
voted for him to vote for Smith, and it is hard 
to imagine anyone who voted for the blath- 
erskite former Senator Robert R. Reynolds in 
the primary voting for Graham in the run-off. 


A still greater danger to Senator Graham 
may lie in the psychology of the run-off. Too 
many of those who have voted for him once 
may neglect to vote at all the second time, par- 
ticularly in view of his commanding lead. 

It will be an object lesson in the essentiality 
of following-through which the voters of North 
Carolina will give their fellow-Americans this 
Saturday.

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Adventurers of the Bermuda Road 
Booming along across the Gulf Stream, under 
leaden skies and against treacherous winds and 
rain squalls, the little ships of the Bermuda 
ocean racing fleet are competing for the annual 
honor of quickest passage to St. David’s Head. 
They vary in size from 73-footers to 24-footers. 
They vary in rig from lofty-sparred modern 
ocean racers of old-fashioned gaff-headers. 

Fifty-four of them—a record-breaking num- 
ber—spread canvas wings to a lively breeze as 
they left Newport, R.I., last Sunday on the 635- 
mile passage to Bermuda. For a week, more 
or less, they’ll reel off the knots of what may 
be a wonderful sail but is far more likely to 
be a grueling grind. Ships have been dismasted 
and crews have suffered bitterly on occasions in 
the Bermuda race. 

The Bermuda trophy, per se, isn’t much, and 
one can go to Bermuda by air in two or three 
hours or by luxury liner in two or three days. 
But it seems there are a few red-blooded fellows 
who are adventurous enough—and lucky enough 
to have the means—to indulge in this chancy 
sport. They get their reward from being pre- 
pared to meet the worst “old devil sea” can 
offer and from knowing that a lubberly crew or 
a less seaworthy craft might mean a trip to Davy 
Jones’ Locker. 

Who wouldn’t sign on with them for days 
alone with waves and weather, for hours stolen 
out of the atomic age and garnished with the 
glamour of the age of sail? 
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How It Would Be in Missouri 


Mayor Darst is scandalized that Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. should raise the cry of Pender- 
gastism and boss rule in his first major speech 
in behalf of the senatorial nomination, The 
Mayor says “it isn’t often that a Republican 
speech is made at a Democratic political meet- 
ing.” That, however, is exactly what Mr. Darst 
opines happened at the Hennings meeting. 

The Mayor should take a look at Ohio. There 
the Democrats are stunned by the news that 
popular Democratic Gov. Lausche has not made 
up his mind to vote for the Democratic nominee 
for United States Senator.

Smith un- 
certain as to whether to vote for Emery W. Alli- 
son, even if Mr. Allison should be nominated. 
The reason, if we carry the idea further, would 
be because Gov. Smith would think so highly 
of Senator Donnell as to be willing to scratch 
his ballot in order to vote for Missouri's senior 
G.O.P, Senator. 

That is how it would be if Missouri attempted 
to present a parallel to the Ohio situation! 
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Recovery Funds for Recovery 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts wants to re- 
quire Western Europe to spend part of its Mar- 
shall plan funds for armaments. The Senate, 
following the example of its Foreign Relations 
and Armed Services Committees, should. turn 
him down. 

Americans often forget it, but every tractor 
or bushel of wheat financed by the Marshall 
plan is paid for by the ultimate recipient. The 
payments are made in the currency of the re- 
cipient’s country, and they go into a “counter- 
part fund” of francs or lire or pounds. It is 
these funds which Senator Lodge would require 
the ECA countries to tap for weapons. 

When the military aid program was inaugu- 
rated last year its sponsors repeatedly pledged 
first priority to economic recovery in Europe. 
It was widely recognized that an arms program 
which interfered with economic recovery might 
open the back door to Communism; for Com- 
munism needs chaos and economic unrest as a 
condition of its growth. 

Senator Lodge’s scheme would risk upsetting 
these priorities. In some respects the counter- 
part funds are the very genius of the Marshall 
plan. They enable American aid to do double 
duty for recovery. The dollars we contribute 
buy Europe’s needed supplies over here; and 
the local currencies which pay for the same sup- 
plies over there then become available for other 
recovery purposes. The funds have been used to 
build power plants, highways, railroads, factories. 
That is how they should continue to be used. 

Because he recognizes the crucial importance 
of the counterpart funds to recovery, ECA Ad- 
ministrator Paul Hoffman has expressed him- 
self as “unalterably opposed” to the Lodge plan. 
The Senate should follow his advice.

Business leaders should be as concerned as anyone over threats to 
civil liberties, speaker says; warns against “guilt by association” 
tf and “label logic”; industry and our whole way of life require 
competition of ideas; conformity is enemy of economic progress. 


From an Address by John R. Stockham, Attorney, Before 
the St. Louis Junior Chamber of Commerce 


Freedom and competition are of vast 
concern to business men. Specifically, the 
competition: I am concerned about is the 
competition of ideas. The freedom is the 
freedom to express ideas. 


As early as 1798, Congress was excited 
and frightened about dangerous foreign 
ideologies. This fear led to a brief, but 
all too horrible, experience of legislating 
against freedom in the form of the Alien 
and Sedition Laws. 


Edward Livingston was well aware of 
the evils of this attempt to force a free 
people into a conformity of thought. Dur- 
ing the debate on the Alien Bill, he said: 
“This country will swarm with informers, 
spies, delators, and all the odious reptile 
tribe. ... Do not let us be told that we 
are to excite a fervor against aggression 
to establish a tyranny at home... .” 

Those dramatic words of a century and 
a half ago are significant now. We are 
waging an ideological battle against Com- 
munism. Are we using the right instru- 
ments to conduct this battle? 

I am not concerned here about effective 
enforcement of our espionage and other 
similar laws directed .against overt acts. 
Such laws must be vigorously enforced. 


Hazard of Non-Conformity 


There are, however, fearful men among 
us. Non-conformity has become hazard- 
ous. Ideas which deviate from the major- 
ity opinion are quickly and aggressively 
condemned by some as un-American. Meth- 
ods are sought to silence those who might 
voice such ideas. 

The Supreme Court recently described 
the function of free speech: “A function 
of free speech under our system of govern- 
ment is to invite dispute. It may indeed 
best serve its purpose when it induces a 
condition of unrest, creates dissatisfaction 
with conditions as they are, or even stirs 
people to anger. That is why freedom of 
speech ...is... protected against cen- 
sorship or punishment, unless shown like- 
ly to produce a clear and present danger 
of a serious substantive evil that rises far 
above public inconvenience, annoyance, or 
unrest. ... For the alternative would lead 
to standardization of ideas either by leg- 
islatures, courts, or dominant political or 
community groups.” 

Unfortunately, numerous devices are be- 
ing utilized to enforce standardization of 
ideas. One of the most odious of these 
devices is known as the principle of guilt 
by association. An illustration of this prin- 
ciple is found in the report of the House 
Un-American Activities Committee in find- 
ing that the Southern Conference for 
Human Welfare was “a most deviously 
camouflaged Communist-front organiza- 
tion.” ) 


Songs of a Teen-Age Girl 


One of the reasons given for this con- 
clusion was that at a convention banquet 
the conference employed Susan Reed to 
sing. The House committee stated that she 
was also then currently employed “by 
Cafe Society, a night club owned by Bar- 
aey Josephson, brother of Leon Josephson, 
leading Communist, Soviet Secret Service 
Operative.” 

As said by Walter Gellhorn: “To con- 
demn the Southern Conference because its 
members once listened to the songs of a 
teen-age girl is a farce which is little re- 
lieved by the fact that the girl was at one 
time professionally employed by the broth- 
er of a man whom the committee describes 
as a foreign agent.” 

Closely associated with the device of 
guilt by association is the technique of 
label logic. This technique is simply the 
process of applying an opprobrious tag to 
novel, non-conforming or unpopular ideas 
or persons. 

Some labels currently in vogue are 
“Communist,” “Socialist” and “radical.” 
Business men have felt the whip of labels 


in the use of such words as “Babbitt,” 
“robber baron,” ‘“profiteer” and “Wall 
Street.” Even the word “capitalist” has 
been used as a smear term. 


We could spend considerable time ex- 
amining various other devices being in- 
voked to establish conformity of thought, 
but some of you are probably thinking: 
What difference does that make to me? 


A little over a year ago, Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower gave a talk in St. Louis in 
which he pointed out that “all our free- 
doms—freedom to buy, to work, to hire, 
to bargain, to save, to vote, to worship, to 
gather in a convention or join in mutual 
association; all these freedoms are a sin- 
gle bundle. Destruction of any inevitably 
leads to the destruction of all.” 


No Time for Generalities 


Enforced standardization of thought can 
cut in curious ways. Such standardization 
does not meet the problem of Communism. 
Coerced conformity creates a precedent 
which can be used against other segments 
of our society. As business men, we can- 
not overlook the significance of these. 


Perhaps you do not realize how much 
industry, business and commerce are today 
dependent upon the new and the novel. In- 
— and business are essentially crea- 

ve. 
productivity, mass distribution of our prod- 
ucts and an ever increasing standard of 
living. We still have challenges to effect 
greater improvements. The incense from 
the golden calf of conformity is as cloying 
to industrial progress as it is to scientific 
and cultural progress. 

Business men are a minority. They have 
a heavy stake in seeing that basic civil 
liberties of minorities are protected against 
plunder by unbridled majority. The pro- 
posal of new ideas, the creation of new 
concepts and the dissent from the estab- 
lished are as important to business as to 
any group. 

Robert E. Wilson, chairman. of the board 
of Standard Oil Co. (Indiana), recently 
counseled business men: “We shouldn't try 
to talk about broad generalities like ‘free 
enterprise’ or ‘statism.’ Rather, tell the 
accomplishments, problems and aspirations 
of our own business—our own industry— 
or the role of industry in our own com- 
munity. 

“We must stop being defeatists and go 
to work. We must stop depreciating our 
verbal currency by calling everything we 
don’t like ‘socialistic’ or ‘communistic’.. .” 


Ideas Seek Competition 


The cult of conformity has permeated 
other facets of our life. One of the most 
difficult internal problems in management 
today is the development of executives. 
Part of the difficulty is that many young 
men will not run the risk of new ideas— 
they would rather play it safe with con- 
formity. 

William B. Given Jr., president of Amer- 
ican Brake Shoe Co., has stated what that 
company looks for in young men. They 
ask, in part, whether the man will de- 
velop into the kind of a man “who gets a 
*kick’ out of sticking his neck out—but 
not from a desire to show off; who is keen 
to try a new way; who is challenged by 
tough problems.” 

Competitive ideas, even when raucously 
voiced, serve a useful 
lenge us. They cause 
force us to improve and perfect. Any ef- 
fort to choke off the dissenter or the pro- 
pounder of the new reveals a lack of faith 
in our own beliefs and in our capacity 
to justify those beliefs.

Between Book Ends 


A Diplomat’s Escapades 
ESCAPE TO ADVENTURE, by Fitzroy Maclean. (Little, 

Brown & Co., Boston, $2.50.) 

Among the adventure books of modern 
times Maclean’s fascinating “escapades” 
deserve first place. Both in contents and 
style, his book is indeed remarkable. 

The author seems to be an accom- 
plished linguist. Wherever he goes he 
picks up the language and is thus able 
to make his journeys without interpreter 
and use his own judgment. 

As an English diplomat who lived too 
soft a life in Paris, he asked to be trans- 
ferred to Russia. This was in 1936 when 
war was considered a remote possibility. 
However, it was not Maclean’s intention 
to become glued to a desk in Moscow. He 
wanted to see Russia for himself. 

How he accomplished it against official 
wishes, constantly outwitting the NKVD, 
the reader’ should 
find out for himself. 
It is a highly amusing 
story which, however, 
reflects sadly on the 
state of mind in the 
Soviet Union. 

Fascinating, too, is 
his account of the 
famous treason trials 
which have puzzled 
the world for many 
years. Maclean does 
not believe that the 
defendants were 
doped when they 
publicly denounced 
themselves as traitors 
and confessed to the most incredible 
crimes. 

“The whole trial,” says Maclean, “was a 
political manifesto, a carefully worded 
fable designed to convey a number of 
carefully selected messages to the hazy 
minds of the Soviet population.” 

When World War II broke out, Maclean 
found himself chained to a desk in the 
London Foreign Office. Regulation chained 
him there, but with his usual ingenuity he 
soon found a way to join the army and 
get the kind of assignment he was looking 
for: excitement and adventure. 

He was sent to Egypt, trained as a 
parachuter and assigned the task of work- 
ing behind the enemy’s lines. There he 
was doing his part in the final defeat of 
Rommel’s Afrika Korps. This mission be- 
ing accomplished, he was sent to Persia 
where he was to capture Gen. Zahidi, a 
collaborator with the Nazis. 

After this adventure had gone well, Mac- 
Jean was to receive his biggest wartime as- 
signment: to assist Tito in the organiza- 
tion of the Partisans and their fight against 
the Germans. In this task, Maclean also 
was highly successful. He is full of praise 
for Tito whom he describes as a man of 
superior intelligence and clarity of pur- 
pose. Tito and Maclean were getting along 
fine, especially since Tito saw that it was 
Churchill's sincere desire to give the Par- 
tisans as much assistance as circumstances 
would permit. 

We hope it won't take another war to 
start Maclean on another adventure and 
report.

American economic aid to the 
“slowly awakening” peoples of 
Africa is vital for world prosper- 
ity and the strategy of the West- 
ern nations, Hugh Foot, chief sec- 
retary to the government of Ni- 
geria, said here today. 

Foot, who is the top assistant 


large West African territory, de- 
clared that material assistance 
from the United States will be 
necessary if democratic societies 
are to be established in Africa in 


the near future. 

“We can do it in Nigeria on our 
own,” he said, “and I think we 
have enough time to do it that 
way. But democracy rests on 
education and a decent living 
standard, and aid from America 
would give us a_ tremendous 
boost.” 

He addressed a noon luncheon 
“ the Rotary Club at Hotel Stat- 
er. 

A federal constitutional system 
is being set up for Nigeria, Foot 
said, to make the territory a self- 
governing dominion eventually. 
“A federal system—a great deal 


cautious and not to caunt the 
chickens until they are hatched. 
But we live in such evil times

Others Must Decide. 


But we need not doubt that it 
is possible, even probable, that 
the Franco-German wars can now 
be concluded forever—as more 
than a century ago the Franco- 
British wars were concluded for- 
ever. In this war there was as 
between France and Germany no 
victor and no vanquished. In 
any future war, neither alone is 
big enough to play a leading part. 
For both the road to security and 
to independence and to influence 
is to come so close together that 
the European continent can rally 
around them. 


The United Nations, the Mar- 
shall plan, the Atlantic pact, the 
British and the American guar- 
anties against aggression, remain 
and are indispensable. But Eu- 
rope can be saved in the end only 
by the Europeans, and that is

The Schuman proposal, once 
the German Government agreed 
ito if, made it necessary for the 
British to decide whether in fact 
they are, as are France, Germany 
and Italy, a European country. 
The answer they have made is 
that they are not Europeans, and 
that they will not and cannot 
commit themselves to Europe. 
Their attachments and their sen- 
timents are so non-European that 
they cannot think and feel and 
act as members of a European 
community. 


Russia’s Hard Choice. 


When we see the Socialists 
objecting for Socialist reasons 
and so many powerful anti-So- 
cialists objecting for imperial 
reasons it is evident that a very 
large, probably a preponderant, 


The Soviet Government has 
also made a difficult choice. It 
has ordered Walter Ulbricht, the 
Soviet agent who is deputy pre- 
mier of East Germany, to go to 
Warsaw and to sign an agreement 
accepting the annexation by Po- 
land of the eastern territory. The 
Kremlin cannot have enjoyed do- 
ing that. For by this action it has 
laid aside for the time being its 
ace of trumps in dealing with 
Germany. 


To Hold the Poles. 


By closing the door so spectacu- 
arly to a revision of the frontier 
the Soviet Union is committed to 
Poland, is committed against Ger- 
man national sentiment and inter- 
est, and the German Communists, 
who have been presenting them- 
selves as the restorers of German 
unity, are placed in the unhappy 
position of being the agents of 
dismemberment, 

The Kremlin would not have 
made this decision unless it had 
to do so. What can have been 
the reasons? One can only guess. 
Mine is that the Politburo has 
recognized the Franco-German 
coming together as meaning: 
First, that they cannot offer the 
German nation a more attractive 
future than is now opened up to 
it by the French offer, and that 
therefore it is useless to alien- 
ate the Poles by a policy which 
cannot now be expected to seduce 
and appease the Germans; and 
second, that the attraction of Eu- 
ropean unity around a Franco- 
German partnership is so great 
upon the Poles that the Kremlin 
felt it necessary to give up its in- 
fluence in Germany in order to 
cement the Polish alliance. 

Thus by the British decision 
not to participate in the Franco- 
German partnership, and by the 
Soviet decision to hold Poland at 
the price of losing its influence 
in Germany, the initiative and the 
responsibility for the shaping of 
Europe have devolved upon the 
French and the Germans.

Asks Authority to Sell Pre- 
ferred Shares for Debt 
Retirement, Improvements.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 22— 
Laclede Gas Co. of St. Louis 
asked the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission yesterday for au- 
thority to issue $5,000,000 in pre- 
ferred stock to obtain capital for 
debt retirement and plant im- 
provements. 

The company proposes to sell 
at private sale an additional 200,- 
000 shares of its 4.6 per cent se- 
ries preferred stock, with a par 
value of $25 a share. It told the 
commission it had made purchase 
agreements with 10 insurance 
firms and Yale University for sale 
of the new issue. 

Laclede said it planned to use 
the proceeds to pay off a $2,000,- 
000 bank loan, for improvements 
and additions to its plants and 
gas distribution system, and to re- 
imburse its treasury for improve- 
ments previously made. 

Increased pipeline capacity of 
Mississippi River Fuel Co., it was 
said, has made additional nat- 
ural gas supplies available, and 
Laclede plans to spend $20,000, 
000 in improvements by the end 
of 1953 to meet increased de- 
mands for sevice. The company 
said it intended to apply from 
time to time for permission to 
raise additional capital to finance 
the work.

“European integration.” The one 
great mistake that was made at 
the launching of the Marshall 
plan was to let people hope for 
overnight solutions of Europe's 
immense, complex and immemo- 
rial problems. — 


The notion was silly from the 
first. We should not carp and 
complain because a federal Eu- 
rope has not miraculously sprung 
into being. Instead, we should be 
delighted that the broad tendency 
is now good, as is shown by the 
superb French initiative of the 
Schuman-Monnet plan for a new 
French-German relationship. 


Life Has Returned. 

It is even more important, fur- 
thermore, that life has now come 
back to this Western Europe that 
was so close to death in 1947. In- 
deed, to say that life has come 
back is the only way to describe 
the astonishing change, which 
any traveler finds in any Euro- 
pean country, even including the 
worst afflicted, Austria and Ger- 
many. : 

As with any patient returning 
to health, scores of symptoms, 
little and big, all indicate the a)- 
teration. Everything is different, 
from the production indices to the 
conversation of the people in the 
open-air cafes. In short, the first 
part of the job in Europe has 
been done, thus far, in a better 
way than could have been hoped. 


‘this return of life in western Eu- 
rope, made possible by our first 
really big effort, should give us 
the self-confidence for the next 
‘big effort that is now demanded. 
| And this return of life equally 
j wall permit our European part- 
ners and allies to bear their 
share of the burden in this next 
big effort of defense. 

We can of course fail to make 
the effort. Or we can even for- 
get that our allies overseas are 
only convalescent, and destroy 
our whole success by pushing on- 
to them defense burdens more 
heavy than they are yet ready to 
bear. Either way, disaster lies. 
On the other hand, if we now 
meet this challenge of the de- 
fense problem, the gain will not 
be merely negative and protec- 
tive.

Fear of Russians. 

In truth, one of the two or 
three really fundamental political 
facts in Europe today—and here 
eastern Europe may be included 
—is the vast influence of fear of 
the Kremlin’s: military power.

One local columnist, perhaps 
more wishfully than he realized, 
put his finger on the nub of the 
thing when he wrote: “Obviously 
what the United States is waiting 
for is the appearance of a party 
or coalition of parties which can 
command popular support. When 
this thing materializes, you may 
be sure of American help—not 
before.” 

What is offered now is the op- 
portunity for an American initia- 
tive that would help bring such a 
movement into being. The ele- 
ments that would comprise it are 
scattered and discouraged now. 
The chance is that they could be 
drawn together by new hope and 
a new purpose. 

If this could happen, the neces- 
sary changes could be effected 
here with complete legality. Quir- 
_ would have to go along with 
it. 

It seems necessary to say in all 
sobriety that this may very well 
be the only remaining chance of 
neutralizing the internal or ex- 
ternal Communist threat to the 
Philippines. 

Action Up to Filipinos. 


The only successful action can 
be that of the Filipinos themselves, 
united by something to fight for, 
and that can be only their well- 
being and their faith in what they 
have and what they are. 


The real issue is whether that 
faith can still be rooted in a demo- 
cratic revolutionary order of 
things or whether it will be ap- 
propriated by the Communist 
totalitarians. 


In either case, revolutionary 
change has to be of the essence. 
For the clue to much of current 
history lies in the fact that the 
Communists make the revolutions 
that have to be made because no 
one else will make them. 

There is not much time in 
Asia for men who want to be 
free to take the initiative them- 
selves.

When cantaloupes 
are at “full slip’ they separate 
from the vines of their own ac- 
cord, leaving a slightly sunken, 
smooth, well-calloused scar — the 
easily recognized “fingerprint” of 
vine-ripened melons. Watch for 
a heavy netting on the skin. 
usually an indication of a good 
cantaloupe. Also, the background 
should lose its green color and 
take on a yellowish tinge. 

Wash cantaloupes and allow to 
dry, wrap well in wax paper and 
then in heavy paper bags before 
placing in the refrigerator. Foil 
wrappings and film bags don't 
need the extra covering of the 
paper bag. Chill the melons 
thoroughly but don’t, please don't, 
dilute the flavor by cutting the 
melons and filling the cavities 
with ice.

Chicken is one of the most ver- 
satile foods because it lends itself 
so well to varied dishes. Accord- 
ng to the age of the fowl it can 
be broiled, fried, barbecued, 
roasted or stewed. Hens or stew- 
ing chickens are older birds, less 
tender and have firm muscles. 
The skin is thick and there is a 
large amount of fat, giving them 
a rounded appearance. They neéd 
moist heat to become tender. 

Roasters, fryers and broilers are 
younger birds. They have thinner 
skin, less fat and tender muscles. 
Dry heat is best for these. 

A stewing hen is usually cut in 
serving pieces, rolled in flour, 
seasoned and browned before it is 
put in the stewing kettle with 
one-half cup water for each pound 
of chicken. For additional flavor, 
a piece of celery, carrot and a 
little onion may be added or a 
large pinch of basil, oregano and 
pot herbs for the more subtle 
flavoring. 

Fried chicken is treated in the 
same way. To finish, however, it 
is placed in a slow oven to bake 
for about half an hour. 

Broiling and barbecuing follow 
the same method. Chicken halves 
are brushed with chicken fat, but- 
ter, or cooking oil and placed 
skin-side down in a flat pan about 
five inches from the heat. In 
barbecuing,

The records showed that the 
du Pont brothers, Irenee and 
Lammot, together were responsi- 
ble for contributing some $60,000 
to the council in the last‘ three 
and a half years. Irenee gave a 
total of $11,000 in 1948, directing 
that it be used to purchase sub- 
scriptions to the council’s eco- 
nomic letter, issued twice a 
month. Each subscription costs 
$10 a year. 

This $11,000 was turned over 
in the form of three checks and a 
block of petroleum stock. . Hart 
indicated the council regarded. 
part of the money as a gift and 
part of it as subscription money. 
In a letter dated Jan. 7, 1949, 
Hart said, du Pont said he wanted 
all the money to be used to 
purchase 1100 subscriptions. 


Satisfying the Treasury. 


Answering a letter from Lam- 
mot du Pont in March of 1947, 
Hart explained how the council 
would handle mechanical details 
of satisfying the Treasury De- 
partment. 

“You raise the ques™>n as to 
whether, in the event you went 
into the matter, you would have 
to claim as a charitable deduction 
the value of each donation,” he 
wrote. “We meet this situation 
by furnishing the person who 
makes such a contribution with

The committee indicated it 
would consider both these ques- 
tions later. 

One of the letters introduced 
was written in November 1949 by 
Lammot du Pont. It was ad- 
dressed to “dear fellow Ameri- 
can” and it asked that funds to 
support the council be sent to 
Hart’s headquarters in New York. 

In the letter du Pont recalled 
that the previous December he 
sent a similar letter to “many 
Americans” believing that the 
council was doing outstanding 
| work toward stemming the tide 
of Communism and Socialism in 
this coutry. He added that, “for 
purposes of contributions the 
council should stand at top or 
near the top of any business 
man’s list.” 


To Seek du Pont Views. 

Later, Buchanan said he will | 
ask the committee to summon the 
du Pont brothers to testify on 
their connection with the Eco- 
nomic Council. 

Hart estimated that in the Unit- 
ed States there are about 1000 
‘colleges and universities, more 
than 7000 libraries and more than 
60,000 Protestant churches eligible 
to receive the bi-monthly publi- 
cation, called the Council Letter, 
under the subscription plan. 

The letter is sent to all mem- 
bers of Congress, Hart said. 

The reception accorded the free 
subscriptions was indicated bv a 
letter to Hart from Cohstance 
Grier, librarian of the University 
City (Mo.) public library. It was 
dated March 7, 1949. The librari- 
an said she agreed particularly 
with a Hart article titled ‘‘The 
Power to Destroy” and said “we 
are glad to display your publica- 
tions on our magazine table.”

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STAR 50 MILLION 
LIGHT-YEARS FROM 
EARTH DISCOVERED 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, June 
22 (AP)—The 200-inch “Big Eye” 
Hale telescope has diseovered an 
exploding star farther away than 
any previously reported—it took 
50,000,000 years for its light to 
reach the earth. 

The explosion was reported at 
a meeting of the Astronomical 
Society of the Pacific today in a 
paper written by Dr. Milton 
Humason, of the Mt. Wilson and 
Palomar observatories in Califor- 
nia. 

Had the supernova been as close 
as Vega, a bright star visible to 


the naked eye, it would have been 
as bright as the moon, he said. 
The Palomar telescope, the world’s 
largest, found the star in the Coma 
cluster, one of several distant uni- 
verses similar ot the Milky Way. 

Discovery ef two new dwarf 
stellar systems in the constella- 
tion of Leo also was announced 
by Astronomers R. G. Harring- 
ton and Dr. Albert G. Wilson.

Learning to Share

ITTLE children, all young ones, are self-centered. They 


L relate all they know to themselves. It cannot be otherwise. 

They are not to be termed selfish because that would im- 
ply moral understanding and responsibility for the attitude, 
which is impossible in young children. They know nothing of 
morality and should not be expected to. They must learn 
slowly, often painfully, to think away from themselves toward 
other people and anybody old enough to read this knows#what 
that entails in self-sacrifice and discipline.

IT IS, IN MY EXPERIENCE, a mistake to force children 
to give their belongings to other children. Little children are 
weak people who must live in a world where they are strang- 
ers open to every force that thrusts itself upon them. Their 
possessions make them feel stronger, more able to face life 
and its trials. Their toys are a part of themselves and to 
force them to give them away, even to share them, wounds 
them and breeds resentment in their hearts instead of the 
good fellowship we intended. 

It is well to teach a child to share his good things but we 
should not force it. When there is a treat to share, give the 
child two pieces and say, “One for you and one for Buddy.” 
He is quite willing to do that. He has his own, his, and the 
other child is welcome to his. 

Handing him a cookie and saying, “Give half to Buddy,” 
is not so useful. He wants that cookie for himself. If he has 
to he will, if he is the usual healthy youngster, he will make 
his piece the bigger one of the two. Don't scold him. The 
mistake was your own. There should have been two cookies.

AS HE GROWS OLDER and experience with the family 
has shown him that there will be something for him always 
as the good things are shared, he is prepared for letting go a 
little, just a little. He will take turns, he will even break his 
candy stick and share it, not too generously, perhaps, but he 
is learning. 

When the child of 5 or 6, able to play with a group of his 
own age, gives his things away, does not insist upon his turn 
with his own toys, does not want the biggest piece for him- 
self, something is wrong. Either he is timid and is bribing 
his way to acceptance, or he is lacking in strength, physical 
or mental or both, to hold his own.

Some Tempting Fare for Hot Weather 


Dishes the Little Women Can Make That Are Pleasure to Come Home To 


By Hoyt Alden 


OW is the time of the year 

when Friend Husband comes 

home from the office with 
his collar wilted and his appe- 
tite jaded. Then he sits down 
to some wilted lettuce and some 
tired cold cuts and it gets even 
more jaded. It gets so jaded, in 
fact, that the Little Woman is 
just plain lucky if he doesn't 
throw them in the nearest recep- 
tacle and depart. 

Serve her right, too, in view 
of the fact that with a little 
imagination and about the same 
amount of effort she could put 
together hot weather’ dishes 
which would be a pleasure to 
come home to. They can be made 
any time during the day and 
stuck away in the ice box until 
dinner time. ¥ 

Something like this, for in- 
stance: Soften two tablespoons 
of plain gelatin in a half cup of 
cold water. Heat a cup of 
chicken bouillon to boiling, add 
the gelatin and stir it up. Cook 
it until it thickens a bit. 

Now add a fourth of a cup of 
mayonnaise, two tablespoons of 
chili sauce, a teaspoon of horse- 
radish, a heaping cup of cooked 
shrimp, a half cup of lobster 
meat, a half cup of heavy 
whipped cream and a pinch of 
Salt. 

Fold it gently, pour it into a 
mold that has been slightly 
greased. Chill it, turn it out on 
crisp, cold lettuce leaves, sur- 
round it with cucumber slices 
and the temperature will be 30 
degrees cooler inside. 
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EVEN CHICKEN SALAD is 
better than the usual hot weather 
fare the Little Woman dishes up, 
but remember this: when a man 
eats chicken salad, he wants to 
see the chicken. 

Don’t use a lot of little scraps 
salvaged from around a well worn 
chicken skeleton. Cook a chick- 
en and cut up both light and dark 
meat in man-sized hunks. 

Now marinate these hunks of 
chicken in a good sharp French 
dressing for a couple of hours. 
Toss in some cut-up celery, but 
not more than a third as much 
as there is meat. Most men have 
been turned against chicken salad 
by that fruitless search for the 
tiny bit of chicken lost among the 
celery and other stuff. 

Next put in a cup of blanched 
almonds, salt and pepper and mix 
well. Pour off the excess dresg 
ing, serve on crisp lettuce, and 
you need not apologize for serv- 
ing chicken salad. 
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IN FACT, the chicken is a very 
serviceable bird for hot weather 
dishes. It is splendid when served 
up in a jellied chicken. loaf, like 
this: 

Boil a chicken until it’s tender, 
along with a sliced onion, a bay 
leaf and two or three stalks of 
celery. Let the chicken cool and 
dice the meat. Boil the chicken 
stock down to two cups. 

Now soak a tablespoon of gela- 
tin in a fourth of a cup of cold 
water, and add the stock to it. 
Have ready six hardboiled eggs. 
Slice them thin. Take out the 
yolks and rub them through a 
sieve. Then put them in a cup 
of cream and beat the cream un- 
til it's stiff. 

Don't throw away those rings 
of egg white. Place them in rows 
on the bottom of an oblong mold, 
which has been coated with the 
stock and gelatine mixture. Alter- 
nate the rows of egg rings with 
rows of almonds laid on leaves of 
fresh mint with the almond side 
down. 

Next, scatter the cubed chicken

Playing Canasta to Win

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LTHOUGH Canasta ts a game 

that requires learning many 

rules, youngsters have taken 
to two-handed Canasta every- 
where. However, as one witty 
prep school boy declared, “Two- 
hand Canasta is a game that two 
people can never enjoy at the 
same time.” 


Of course he meant that on 
most hands there is a victim who 
is powerless to do much more 
than squirm while the victor 
grabs every pack and scores at 
will, A skillful victim, however, 
may be able to minimize his suf- 
fering and his losses if he recog- 
nizes his role early enough. For 
example: 


You need 90. At your second 
turn, with three cards in the pack, 
you can make the minimum easily 


with your joker-ace-ace. Should 
y Latest 
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you do so, thus unfreezing the 
pack? 

Absolutely not! You won't be 
doing yourself the slightest bit of 
good because you'll be using your 
only wild card. It will be just as 
difficult for you to take the un- 
frozen pack as it would be if the 
pack were still frozen. Unfreez- 
ing it won't do you any good un- 
less and until you buy another 
wild card. 

You can’t be sure yet, but the 
fact is you look to be the likely 
victim in this deal. You shoyldn't 
do anything to commit yourself 
one way or another unless you are 
able to buy another wild card or 
get a few cards back by taking the 
pack at the turn when you make 
the initial meld. This is funda- 
mental in two-hand play: even 
when you can make the minimum 
cheaply there is seldom an advan- 
tage to doing so without taking 
the pack. 

A good many players soften the 
two-hand game by playing that 
you can draw two and discard only 
one at every turn. That makes the 
game less a matter of big-scorer 
and non-scorer on each deal, but 
even in this kind of two-hand 
game there is no advantage to 
making the meld and leaving 
yourself without a wild card.

OW much are you worth to your husband—cash on the 
barrel-head?

Over 
the past 10 years he found that married farmers averaged $2400 
a year more net income than unmarried ones. Since he was

quality, he concluded that the difference in income is due 
to the wife. At 4 per cent a year, $2400 represents the interest

However, all studies show that as a group, married men have 
better health, better personality, and better character than 
single or divorced men.

county’s health office to the door, 
where a placard announced “Tra- 
choma Clinic. Free.” The crowd

spilled to the sidewalk, where - 


some could not read the placard 
because their vision was blurred 
and smoky. The eyes of others 
itched and burned and their lids 
were red and swollen. There were 
the blue eyes of Anglo-Saxons 
and the browns and blacks of 
those whose French ancestors 
mined lead here when Laclede 
was founding St. Louis. 


They had come to the clinic 


because there’s a new awareness 
of the dangers of trachoma and 
many realize that the stubborn 
itching and burning and watering 
of the eyes is not a mild seasonal 
inflammation that will pass when 
the weather changes, as Ozark- 
ians formerly thought. Trachoma 
frequently causes blindness if neg- 
lected, and accounts for one of 
every eight cases of total blind- 
ness in Missouri today. In 1926, 
it accounted for double that 
amount. 

Trachoma is not a new disease, 
for it took a heavy toll of eyesight 
and happiness among the first 
Ozark settlers. Centuries before 
it had blinded ancient Greeks and 
Egyptians. It was spread through- 
out Europe by Napoleon’s army. 
It ran rampant in the British 
Isles and was -brought to the 
Ozarks by pioneers whose de- 
scendants have suffered from it 
down through the generations. 
Whole families are victims, for it 
spreads easily in close family con- 
tact. 

The fight against trachoma be- 
gan in 1912, when the United 
States Public Health Service sent 
Dr. John McMullen on a case- 
finding tour through the hills of 
Kentucky — the same hills from 
which many Ozark families have 
come. He traveled by horseback, 
examining eyes in the schools, in 


%. the cabins, at crossroad stores. 


What he found was appalling. 
Three of four families was af- 
fected. Children shunned the sun- 
shine because their eyes couldn’t 
stand the light. Old-timers groped 
in perpetual darkness, but they 
knew nothing of the disease with 
the strange name, tracing repeated 
attacks of the infection to “get- 
tin’. a woodchip in my eye” or 
wheat chaff, weed seed, the pollen 
from corn tassels. When pain

drove them to it they made a 
poultice of plantain leaves or an 
eye-wash of spring water and salt

It was most prevalent in 
small towns and rural areas where 
standards of living were low, en- 
trenching firmly where water for 
home use was conserved, but there 
were and are now many cases in 
the cities.

N Monday we arrived in Hol-

They can- 
not have more than a certain 
number of rooms and, if they have 
more, they are obliged to take 
in billeters. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
as to the marked development 
of the ECA program, and how 
Marshall plan funds have con- 
tributed both to their living con- 
ditions and rebuilding the coun- 
try for the future.

converted to a mobile clinic in 
Missouri, riding the route of the 
Frisco. In 1939 the Missouri di- 
vision of health built a modern, 
55-bed hospital at Rolla, called it 
Missouri Trachoma Hospital, and 
provided free bed, board, laundry 
and care for any Missourian who 
needed the hospital care. It is now 
the only hospital in the country 
devoted exclusively to treatment 
for trachoma. 


Dr. A. A. Siniscal, a genial 44- 
year-old redhead with clear brown 
eyes, is the medical-director. But 
he doesn’t wait for patients to 
seek him out. Every Thursday he 
goes with his secretary and regis- 
tered nurse, to some village or 
county seat to set up-a one-day 
case-finding clinic. Word that he 
is coming is spread at the schools 
and churches, by poster, radio, 
newspaper and the “grapevine,” 
and the folks he’s looking for are 
there when he arrives. 


At the clinic held at Potosi 
some weeks ago he was assisted 
by Drs. Bierman and Rachlin of 
St. Louis University Medical 
School and Dr. Sorrel of the Vet- 
eran’s Administration. Prelimi- 
nary examinations had been 
made during previous weeks by

county’s public hea]th nurse. 

At the clinic a farmer was dis- 
traught when told he'd better go 
to the Rolla hospital for a few 
weeks. “I'm in the middle of my 
plowin’—got to get my corn and 
hay in,” he said. He was given 
zinc and boric acid eye drops to 
be used at home until he can 
spare more time. His wife and 
her sister will be hospital patients 
too 


A squirming boy was found to 
have trachoma, and arrangements 
were made for him to go to the 


. hospital. 


A bearded man, 84, tapped his 
way to the examining chair with 
a cane. “He’s been blind three 
years but this is the first chance 
he’s had to see an eye man,” his 
daughter said. That case wasn't 
trachoma, but cataracts. He was 
advised to go to a hospital in St. 
Louis for surgery. 

A housewife with a recurrent 
trachoma infection said she had 
to wait until fall to go off to a 
£.>spital. She had to plant Hickory 
King hominy corn, pole beans, 
tomatoes and telephone peas. 
After that she’ll have to do the 
canning. She was given eye drops 
and officials will get in touch with 
her later. 

A father and his three children 
were examined. All had active 
trachoma. The mother has had it, 
but her case was diagnosed “old 
and healed.” If it recurs, as it 
often does, the infection will 
probably be more severe and the 
damage to her eyesight hard to 
undo.

NE by one, the people of 
() Washington county filed into 

the clinic and one by one 
they went away, some cheerful, 
some worried, some with a fatal- 
istic attitude. But vigilance is the 
hospital’s policy and every case 
will be traced to see that the eyes 
receive care, 

Trachoma is passed from per- 
son to person when individuals 
whose eyes exude the virulent se- 
cretion share towels, bed linens 
or wash basin with others, or 
when the hands pick up the secre- 
tion and pass it to the eyes. The 
earliest symptom is a stinging, 
itching sensation, usually fol- 
lowed several months later by an 
angry redness, inflammation, pro- 
fuse watering and sensitiveness to 
light. During the early stages the 
response to treatment is excel- 
lent, but once granules have 
formed and vision is impaired, 
sight can seldom be restored. 

Of 269 patients examined at 
Potosi, 106 were found to have 
positive trachoma, 52 of whom are 
children. Those with mild or ar- 
rested cases were given eye drops 
to be used regularly at home and 
were asked to report when a 
clinic is held at Potosi next Oc- 
tober. There were 69 who re- 
quired hospitalization, 38 of whom 
are children. They'll spend part 
of the summer vacation at Rolla 
so that their eyes may be healed 
before schools open for another 
term. 

“Such care as this,” says Dr. 
Siniscal, “hag saved much need- 
less blindness, but we hope some 
day to wipe out the disease en- 
tirely. Perhaps i: years to come 
the very name trachoma will be 
found only in the files of medical 
libraries, but prevention through 
public health education is even 
more important than cure.”

Perhaps an exclamation point 
should also be placed next to 
West’s double of two hearts, be- 
cause it is obvious that this call 
was rather optimistic. However, 
by comparison with East’s leave-in 
of that double, West’s action was 
excellent! 

As a matter of fact, East’s bid- 
ding was strange from start to 
finish. Why respond first with 
one diamond, when he could show 
a major suit of the same length 
and at the same level? Naturally, 
East’s sequence of bids misled 
West, who had every right to as- 
sume that East had only four 
spades. 

Having bid the diamond instead 
of the spade, it was logical enough 
for East to overcall one heart 
when that bid came around to 
him, purely in the line of compet- 
ing for a part score. It was any- 
thing but logical, however, for 
East then to pass the double of 
two hearts! 

Quite aside from the defensive 
weakness of East’s hand, and also 
aside from the warning singleton 
in the heart suit; East completely 
missed or ignored the truly sig- 
nificant feature of the bidding: 
the fact that West passed over one 
heart! It was inconceivable that 
West was making a trap pass, be- 
cause, with South bidding only 
one heart, West could not reason- 
ably expect the enemy to get up 
any higher. Thus, the pass over 
one heart must have meant simply 
that West was too weak to bid— 
and if that was so, how could two 
hearts be beaten? 

P.S. It was not beaten! South 
made an overtrick.

We 
knew we were going to be mar- 
ried some time that week—but 
I didn’t know exactly what day, 
until I got a telegram from 
Greg—'DO YOU HEAR BELLS

LET ME ILLUSTRATE the 
truth of what I have said by 
telling you about a friend of 
mine, a prominent merchant. 
He started out in life, as he puts 
it, “with $700 and a wife.” That 
was all he had, but he always 
remembers to add, “Well, I 
guess I did have something else: 
I had some good old-fashioned 
faith in God.” 

He opened a store dealing in 
merchandise for women. It was 
just a little place, “a hole in the 
wall.” But, over the years, that 
tiny shop grew into one of the 
greatest establishments in the 
country and its owner became a 
leading citizen of his commu- 
nity.

It wasn’t easy going all the 
way and there must have been 
times when the path ahead 
seemed very dark, but, never- 
theless, today his second store 
is larger than the one he lost. 
It is one of the great institu- 
tions in its field. 

I aske@ a mutual friend to 
explain to me how this man 
could have made so dramatic 
a comeback. “He has some 
indefinable, resilient quélity,” 
I was told, “that lends him the 
ability to bounce back from 
failure.” 

Then I asked the man him- 
self to explain this power of 
his, and this is what he said: 

“I will give it to you in my 
favorite saying, ‘I can do all 
things through God who giveth 
me the strength’.” You could 
never persuade a man like this 
that any situation is hopeless. 
He knows you can.rise above 
any failure.

This is not a Pollyanna atti- 
tude, but a truth which thous- 
ands have learned from bitter 
experience. 

Even in the worst that can 
happen, there is always a hope- 
ful answer. Faith will help 
you to rise triumphant and 
dauntless above every disaster. 
So remember the truth. Set 
it firmly at the center of your 
thinking. Make it the heart 
of your philosophy. 

There is nothing this life 
can do to you that is strong 
enough to defeat you.
